On March 21 and 22 two new sunspot groups, 2811 and 2812 appeared. Average daily sunspot number 
this week faded a bit from 19 to 17.9, but average daily solar flux went from 78.1 to 78.6. Neither change 
is significant. We haven't seen a day with no sunspots since March 1, so that brings the percentage of 
spotless days so far this year to 38%, down from 57% last year and 77% in 2019. 


The FCC Part 97 rules establishing a new $35 amateur radio application fee go on the books on April 19, 
but the FCC won't start collecting the fee "until the requisite notice has been provided to Congress, the 
FCC's information technology systems and internal procedures have been updated, and the Commission 
publishes notice(s) in the Federal Register announcing the effective date of such rules."
